and by this m eans the proceedings were 
considerably expedited. 
T he first witness exam ined was Chas. 
M iller, a w hite m an 
w ho occupied the 
house adjoining th e hospital. 
H e testi­ 
fied th at on the night in question, about 
10:30 o ’clock, be heard a dispute going 
on in th e room occupied by th e de­ 
ceased an d three o ther inore or less 
crazy C hinam en, and, after a little while, 
the row seem ed to stop. 
A fter listening 
intently for a few m inutes he thought he 
heard groans proceeding from th e room, 
and, taking a lam p in h is h an d , he went 
to th e door of the C hinese hospital to in ­ 
vestigate. 
As he opened it from th e out­ 
side a little C hinam an nam ed A h Lem , 
and another, w hose nam e could not be 
ascertained, jum ped out and ruRhed past 
him , dow n tho alley on to A lam eda 
street. 
On entering th e hovel he was 
horrified to find Santiago lying upon th e 
fioor, w ith his head propped up against 
th e w all, dead, though th e body w as still 
w arm .

w ounds on 
the 
left 
side 
of 
th e 
face 
an d 
be­ 
h in d 
the 
ear, from w hich th e blood 
still flowed, indicated th e cause of his 
d eath ; and close by was found th e long 
h andle of a spade, w ith a fragm ent of 
iron at one end of it, w ith which the 
bloody deed had evidently been com ­ 
m itted. From th e su rro u n d in g , and the 
fact th at th e room was in perfect dark­ 
ness at th e tim e of th e m urder, it ap­ 
peared as though old Santiago and his 
com panions had quarreled, and th at the 
form er had risen from his rude m atting 
couch only to he felled b j blows from 
the deadly w eapon in th e hands of one 
of h is opponents. 
Jo h n W esley, a colored m an who 
lived in th e alley, testified th at he saw 
M iller go over to the hospital, and the 
two C hinam en rush out past him . 
See­ 
ing th at Ah Lem , th e little C hinam an, 
was covered w ith blood, he ran after 
him , and, m eeting Officer Sheets, on A l­ 
am eda street, inform ed hint th at som e­ 
th in g was wrong, and pointed Lem out 
to him as th e guilty p a rty ; wltereupon 
the officer placed the C hinam an under 
arroet, and all three returned to the al'ey 
and were notified of th e m urder by M il­ 
ler. 
Officer Sheets corroborated th is te sti­ 
m ony, an d Dr. M cGowan, who held an 
autopsy upon th e body of the deceased, 
was exam ined. 
It was found on e x ­ 
am ining th e corpse th at the ligam ents in 
th e hollow of th e left knee and elbow had 
been cut w ith som e sh arp instrum ent, 
and th a t th e arteries had been severed a t 
the sam e tim e, so th at the old m an m ust 
have bled to death before th e other 
w ounds about his face and head had been 
inflicted w ith th e o th er and blunter 
instrum ent. 
A h Dak and Ah Lem , th e two juvenile 
com panions of th e deceased, were e x ­ 
am ined through a n interpreter, but both 
denied all knowledge of th e affair. 
On hearing th e facts as stated above, 
the jury, after a brief deliberation, ro- 
turned a verdict to th e effect th at the 
deceased, who w as 60 years of age, a 
native of C hina, came to bis death on 
th e 26th inet. from injuries inflicted by 
som e in stru m en t in the hands of Ah 
Lem. 
T h e supposed m urderer and Ah D ak, 
the w itness to th e deed, were rem anded 
to th e C ity Jail pending the form er’s ex ­ 
am ination for m urder.

Exercises of the 
State 
Normal School. 


TH E UNIVERSITY STUDENTS. 


The S isters’ Sehool—Three E xhibi­ 
tions. Y'outh F urnish the 
E ntertainm ent. 


The thirty-one young people from the 
State Normal School who are to make 
their start in the world as school teachers 
in a few months entertained a large and 
cultured 
audience 
at 
the Grand 
Opera House yeeterday afternoon with 
their graduating exercises. The curtain 
roee at 2 o’clock,revealing to the crowded 
auditorium 
the 
stage handsomely 
decorated with flowers, upon which were 
seated the graduating class and the 
members of the faculty of the State Nor­ 
mal School. The class numbers twenty- 
three youDg ladies, who were all prettily 
arrayed in light dresses upon this occa­ 
sion, and eight intellectual-looking men. 
This is the semi-annual commencement. 
The same institution graduated a class of 
twenty-six at the end of the winter term. 
The programme * as arranged upon a 
unique plan, which doeB great credit to 
its designers, Prof. Moore and the other 
members of the faculty. Instead cf the 
old-faehioned plan of having complete 
essays upon a variety of subjects, inter­ 
spersed with recitations and other exer­ 
cises of that character, the audience was 
treated to a complete and exhaustive 
discussion cf the “ Comparative Value of 
M an’s Work and Woman’s Work in 
Education,’’ in which each member of 
the clase took part. Tho young women 
presented the case from the general 
point of view of the woman’s superiority, 
and the young men defended, or rather 
upheld, their own sex. Each speaker 
was limited to three minutes, the whole 
entertainm ent las*ing about au hour and 
a half. It was received by the audience 
with profound interest. To vary what 
might have proved the tedium of the 
programme, occasional choruses and 
other features were introduced. 
None of the speakers were introduced, 
and the entire performance went off auto­ 
matically and smoothly. As soon as the 
curtain rose, Mies May King stepped 
forward, and in a few words explained to 
the audience the plan of the discussion, 
the subject and the scope which the 
arguments would be allowed to cover. 
The first general division of the discus­ 
sion was upon “ The Qualifications of a 
Teacher,” and Miss Nettie Johnson set 
forth the special qualifications with which 
nature has endowed the mind and char­ 
acter of woman, making her inore fitted 
than man to undertake the work of 
instructing the young. She was followed 
by Fred Billings, who endeavored to show 
that man had certain qualities, partly 
inherent in his sex and partly acquired 
by the more independent nature of his life, 
that gave him the advantage of the woman 
aa a teacher. Probably one of the great­ 
est of these was his physical strength, 
and that was the subject taken up by 
the next speaker, Miss Dora Brown, who 
explained that a correct regime of life 
would place woman on a level with man 
as far as the strength actually needed 
was concerned. 
Miss Agnes Blakeley discussed the 
m atter of political knowledge and execu­ 
tive ability, wherein woman in these 
times of enlightenment might readily be­ 
come the equal or superior of man. 
Albert Sheldon then segregated those 
lines of power which were specially char­ 
acteristic of each Bex, and undertook to 
show that those possessed by the man 
were the most efficient in the profession ; 
and Miss Angie Farnsworth went over 
the same ground, presenting the case 
from the standpoint of the other sex. 
After a chorus by the entire class, 
“ March of the Men of Harlech,” Miss 
Myra King read an original poem, en­ 
titled “ A Day in a Teacher’s Life.” The 
verses were smooth and melodious and 
of excellent merit. The second grand 
division of the discussion was then en­ 
tered upon: “ The Education of the 
Present.” The first speaker was Hattie 
FreemaD, who spoke of woman's issu ­ 
ance in home-training. 
Fred Hazzard, 
who followed, explained how the man 
was the final arbiter in family discipline. 
Miss Jennie Chambers compared the 
schools of Europe and America, showing 
that one of the reasons for the excellence 
of those in this country was that 
such a large per cent, of the teachers 
were women. Miss Minnie Stout spuke 
of the kindergarten, which was specifi­ 
cally a woman’s field of work, and Mies 
Em m a Barron, of primary school work 
in general, which she described aB the 
foundation of all educational work. 
Miss Mary L. Hayes, who followed, 
called attention to the fact that almost 
all of the primary work was in the 
hands of women. 
The trio, “Queen of the Night,” was 
then rendered by three of the ladies of 
the clase. 
The discussion went on, 
Charles Huey taking up the question of 
the higher schools 
and colleges, in 
which men were principally engaged, 
and Miss Fannie Cox, who followed 
showed how women were doing superior 
work in this field also. Miss Annie 
Reynolds took up 
the question of 
whether teaching should be regarded as 
a stepping stone or a permanency, 
and Miss Ada Williams explained 
the position of women teachers in 
this regard. Ed. S. Butterworth attacked 
the matter of after culture, and Mi9S Ella 
Kane called attention to the work done 
by women in the education which comes 
when the school work is over. 
Two of the young ladies rendered a 
piano duet, the “ Radiance 
Grand 
W altz,” by Gottschalk. The third divi­ 
sion of the pymposium, “ The Education 
of the Past,” was now reached, and John 
Button treated of the subject in a general 
way. 
He was followed by Nellie Barra- 
clough, who described the work of wo­ 
man in the past, and Minnie Taylor, who 
gave several points from history of wo­ 
man’s woik. 
Miss Maggie Cummins 
discussed the matter of prejudice and 
public opinion. 
In the next division of the discussion, 
Miss Nellie Davis compared the past ana 
present of education. 
Pliny Gregory 
showed some of the causes which have 
led to the great advance in the|ecience of 
which men were the promoters and Miss 
Em m a Hann maintained that woman 
was often the original inspiration of the 
advance. 
Miss Lena Corder gave the audience 
an interesting look into the education of 
tbe future in which woman was to play 
even a more important pait than he does 
mí present. The cboms aave “ On the 
Laughing W ave” in excellent style. 
By way of summary for the whole dis­ 
cussion, Miss Kate Madden spoke upon 
the superior value of woman’s work, and 
Lewis Thorpe upon the superior value of 
m an’s work. 
The last disputant was 
Miss Miner, who showed the harmony 


which the profession sought to bring 
about in the work of the two sexes.

The sixth annual commencement of 
the College of Liberal Arts and prize 
contest of the University of Southern 
California took place yesterday morning. 
The hall in the University was artistically 
decorated with flowers and foliage, and 
above the stage was suspended a floral 
horseshoe, with the figures ’89 in the 
center. The motto, “ Spectemur agendo” 
was also suspended over the platform. 
The friends and relatives of the students 
were present in full force, and filled the 
auditorium to overflowing, l’rizes of $50 
and $25 were to be awarded to the writ­ 
ers of the best and second best orations. 
After “ Blumenlied” by the orchestra, 
Rev. J. W. Van Cleve offered prayer, and 
the orchestra played an overture. 
Miss Mary Cryden Bradley, of Glendora, 
delivered an interesting ovation on “ The 
function of the novel.” “Character and 
environment” was the subject of Jam es 
Edward Young’s oration, which was 
listened to with a great deal of attention. 
William Card "Whitcomb, of Glendora, 
delivered an excel ent oration on “ Edu­ 
cation for citizenship.” A. M. Hough, 
behalf of the Board of Directors, said 
that he hoped to see a history of the 
University, with the photographs of the 
students from the time the institution 
started. He also said he hoped to see 
the needed dermitory, chapel and library, 
college of medicine, theology, law school, 
agricultural institution full fledged, col­ 
lege of applied sciences, with whistle of 
loccmotives and rumble of machinery. 
Crowning it all he saw the grand central 
edifice, the university building itself, 
with Dr. Bovard president and Dean 
Matthew by his side. But the question 
is—W hat are we doing no* ? 
“ We are doing something. We have just 
graduated a young lady and two gentle­ 
men with the patent of nobility given by 
the greatest nation on earth! 
We have 
also arranged to run this college another 
year. 
We have retrenched, and these 
professors must work harder on less pay, 
but grand results may be looked for at 
the end of the year. All have had to re­ 
trench, but nobody is discouraged. The 
work of the Board is no sinecure. Borne 
members even have to pay their own ex­ 
penses. and sometimes drive their bronco 
in lieu cf car fare. 
We are only ten 
years old, and considering our growth in 
that time, great things may be looked 
for in the future. 
Rev. Hough put his 
facts in a most pleasant way, inter­ 
spersing them with a delightful humor 
and anecdote.

With Bellevue ave­ 
nue graded, from the Sisters’ Hospital to 
Loraitas avenue, Edgeware road graded, 
and the several cross streets placed in a 
good condition, the property on the 
heights will be in the market at the high 
eat value. 
The vicinity of First and Pearl streets 
waa next visited. 
It is desired that the 
grade on First street should be estab 
lished westerly from this point, so that 
when the Fir6t-sireet hill is cut a good 
road can be made. Looking at First street 
from the 
westerly 
side, it ap­ 
pears as if a good grade can be 
established over the whole distance. 
There are several cuts and fills to be 
made, but these are so arranged that the 
cost will not be very great. The City 
Engineer will wrestle with the propoei- 
tion of establishing grades, and will sub­ 
m it a plan in the near future. 
Mayo street was next visited. This 
street is to be opened between Main and 
Alameda, and proceedings in coudemna 
tion are under way at the present time to 
open tbe street. The Board looked over 
the ground and seemed to be of the 
opinion that the street should be opened 
and graded as soon as possible. 
The Board will meet at 9:30 o’clock 
today, and at 1 o’clock it will listen to 
all the parties concerned in the opening 
of Ward street.

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TH E RENAULT CASE. 


T l» c S to r y o f 
H o w 
l i e 
t h o t tlic 
S h e r iff. 
Yesterday,the ease of the People against 
Benoit Renault, charged with an attem pt 
to murder, was tried in the Superior 
Court, Sixth Department, before Judge 
McKinley. The case involved was the 
shooting of Sheriff Aguirre, the evening 
of the 3rd of last May, in a small house 
belonging to Captain Moore, while the 
Sheriff' was attempting to arrest Renault 
on a w arrant, he being charged with 
rape alleged to have been committed 
on the person of an old woman named 
Mary Symmons. The case against Ren­ 
ault for the last named offense was tried 
last week, and the defendant was ac­ 
quitted by the jury without their leaving 
their seats. 
The story of the shooting, of the burn­ 
ing of the little shanty and of the chase 
and capture of R e n a u lt was very graph­ 
ically sketched in the H er a l d on the 
morning following the exciting episode. 
Much evidence was adduced on the trial 
yesterday, which need not be given here, 
sib it would be merely a repetition of what 
was said at that time. Tne 8heriff’s ac­ 
tual shooting and some details of Re­ 
nault’s capture will be of interest here. 
W hen the attorney for the defense 
came down to the point where the shoot­ 
ing was done, Sheriff" Aguirre, being on 
the stand, said in substance; 
“ When the first shot was fired I was 
talking to Brady. 
We were 300 feet 
away from the house. 
“ Altogether there were six men from 
the Sheriff’s office present. 
“ 1 went to the rear of the house, two 
other officers were with me. 
“ No; I could not B wear who fired the 
shot. 1 could not see who was in the 
house. 
“ No; it could not have been any of my 
people. 
I had told them not to shoot.” 
Later in the trial Sheriff Aguirre was 
recalled, and testified that as he turned 
after being shot in the arm , a second 
bullet from the inside of the house 
struck 
him 
in 
the body, the ball 
being arrested by a half dollar in his 
pocket. The coin was put in evidence 
and showed plainly that it bad met with 
a severe concussion, as it was bent al­ 
most double. 
Deputy Sheriff Hammell was next put 
on and detailed the facts in connection 
with the capture of Renault. 
He Baid: 
“ We went to Judge Brouseau’s, hav­ 
ing heard th at the Frenchm an was 
there. 
“ We got permission to search for him, 
and wore about to go away, when one of 
the men looked into the coal house, and 
jum ping back, yelled out, ‘J — C—, he is 
here.’ 
“ Mr. Brouaeau came to the window, 
and we aekad him to call the man out. 
Judge Brouseau spoke, and he came 
out, his pistol in his right hand, the 
muzzle pointed to the gr9Uiid. 
I told 
Renault we were officers, and, if he 
would go with us, we would do him no 
harm. 
“ I held his wrists, and Kemp came up 
and took the pistol and belt from the 
Frenchman. 
“ We spoke of putting handcuffs on 
him , but he said that would not be neces­ 
sary, that he would go along with us. 
“ As we were going aloD g I asked him 
how many shotB he fired. 
He said, 
laughing, ‘Oh, 1 do not know. It was 
popl pop! pop! all the tim e; perhaps 
twenty-five or thirty shots.’ 
“ He spoke in English. 
“ 1 took charge of his arm am ent.” 
The deputy here identified a big Colt’s 
revolver, a belt and holster as thoee 
taken from Renault. 
Carlton Kemp, another deputy, next 
told his version of the story. 
He Baid: 
“ I was placed in line with the back 
door. 
Brady, Darcy and I went up after 
the Sheriff to the back door. 
The Sher­ 
iff took tho knob of the door in biB 
hand and shook it once or twice. 
He 
said ; ‘ la m the Sheriff, and will r.roteet 
you.’ 
“ Then came the shots. There were 
two or three. 
“ At the tim e of the arrest he heard ub 
talking of the irons, and he said: 
1 Oh, 
no! 1 will go without that.’ 
He spoke 
in English.” 
Mr. BrouFeau, the well known attor­ 
ney of this city, was put on for the de­ 
fense. 
He said, substantially; 
“ I have known the defendant since 
1885. 
He did not appear to understand 
English at that time. 
“ On the night of the shooting he came 
to my house. 
It was between 1 and 2 
o’clock at night. 
I heard the door bell 
ring and heard a voice speaking French. 
I recognized it as that of the defendant. 
He wanted to get into the house and 
sleep.

1 told the man he might search 
the back yard for him . Soon after I 
heard voices, and went to the win­ 
dow. 
I faw three men in the hack 
yard. 
The 
one whom I had been 
speaking with, said Renault was in the 
coal shed, and asked me to tell him to 
come out. 
I said, perhaps he will come 
out himself. 
Then the door opened and 
he came out. He had a pistol in his hand. 
He asked me if I knew the men who 
were alter him . I told him they were 
officers.

I ran to the side of the room and 
rricaded the window. After* the men 
s ot at me they ran away. 
I went in 
9 room and t shot. I shot in the air 
to frighten them. 
I did not shoot at 


them . 
Half an hoar a'ter 1 heard them 
talking. 
When I shot they ran away. 
After that some fellows came and threw 
a piece of wood at my door and broke 
it in. 
It was half an hour after the men 
ran away.” 
H ere a recess was taken till 10 a.m- 
today.

Ullnd Malignity. 
The mal nero has undoubtedly made 
some progress in Los Angeles county. It 
came up on a sudden, as Buch visitations 
are likely to do, and m ade ifs ravages on 
the start. 
The difficulty was im m edi­ 
ately grappled with by our local vigner- 
ons, assisted by Mr. J. de Barth Shorb 
and the State Board of Viticulture, and 
their intelligent labors have been re­ 
warded with a gratifying degree of suc­ 
cess. In fact, the fell disease, after 
doing a great deal of dam age, may fairly 
be said to have run its course. The 
vineyards affected have already started 
again on the up grade, and those not 
affected have been up to their UBual old­ 
tim e standard of production. 
But the up-country newspapers, which 
have hoped for the extinction of the 
vines of Lob ADgeles county, are not 
willing to adm it of this rem arkable re­ 
newed energy of production in this 
region. 
A recent issue of the Oakland 
Enquirer has the effrontery to say that 
even the wild grapes are dyiDg in Los 
Argeles county. This is a sheer, unm it­ 
igated lie. Any one who cares to take a 
ride on tne Sycamore Grove route to Pas­ 
adena will see the trees encircled with 
the wild grape vine in never surpassed 
luxuriance. 
All through Southern Cali­ 
fornia the sam e experience will be re­ 
corded. The Oakland paper quotes from 
the Fresno Expositor, a journal that 
ought to have better senpe, the following 
misleading if not m alignant passage: 
W hat im m ediately attracts our atten­ 
tion is that this Santa Ana district,where 
the vine disease lirst started, is, of all the 
raisin districts in the State, the one situ 
ated nearest the Pacific ocean. Santa 
A uaCity is situated only nine miles irom 
the coast. Tustin, the principal eeat of 
the now destroyed raisin vineyards, is a 
m ile or so nearer the hills. * * * We 
have already stated that in the Santa 
Ana district the tem perature in the fall 
was such th at the vines failed to become 
dorm ant in tim e to allow thoir pruning 
in the proper season. This in itsei: 
points to a phenom enon peculiar to the 
tropics, as no grapes can be profitably 
grown in such regions on that account. 
The vines there become evergreens. But 
in other respects, also, the Santa Ana 
rait-in district is unique. The moisture 
in the air and fog and dew are daily ad­ 
juncts to the raisin vineyards. Every 
morniDg the vines are covered with a 
heavy dew, and from early dawn to 10 
o’clock the sky is overcast with 
heavy fogbank, obscuring the 
sun 
which 
is 
ho 
necessary for 
the 
raisin 
grapes. Even 
during 
the 
drying season the fog and the dew are so 
bad that large canvass stretchers have 
to be used for covering the trays so as to 
prevent them being soaked. 
The effect 
of such a clim ate on grapeB can easily be 
understood. 
Instead of ripening in 
August, as w ith us, the pickiug cannot 
begin until th e 20th of September, and 
sometimes even not before the lBt o! 
October. 
This extrem e lateness and 
dam pness is tb s most favorable condition 
known for th e development of hmgoid 
diseases. 
In fact, none of them can 
exist in absolutely dry air any more than 
a man can live w ithout drinking, or 
breathiDg the air. 
Later investigations 
have convinced us th at the developm ent 
of a certain fungus under unusually fa­ 
vorable conditions is the cause of the 
destruction of the vine. 
Just as far as 
the Santa A na clim ate extends inland, 
just so far has the diseate extended, and 
within that district we may expect, in 
caee no effective rem edy is found, that 
every vine will ultim ately become dis­ 
eased and die. 
This is all the purest “ rot.” The in­ 
jury to the vines in th e Santa Ana aod 
Tustin City region has already reacted 
its perihelion, and the mal nero is con­ 
quered as to th at section, formerly be* 
longing to Loe Angeles but row a con­ 
stituent of Orange county. The new

A GENERAL NAVAL OVERHAUL. 
By a sweeping general order issued to­ 
day, Secretary Tracy directed the entire 
re-organization of the business m ethods 
of the Navy D epartm ent. Up to thiB 
time new equipm ents and new duties 
were constantly arising from the condi­ 
tions of change incident to the replace­ 
m ent of old wooden vessels w ith new 
ships and m odern guns, have been 
assigned here and there to the several 
bureaus of the D epartm ent, often with 
no better reason than the convenience of 
the m om ent. The result has lieen con­ 
fusion, and the exaggeration of the 
defects of the bureau Bystetn. Duties, 
which have no connection, have been 
placed together, and those naturally 
associated have been divorced. Secre­ 
tary 
W hitney 
realized 
the 
evils 
of 
the 
system and m ade au ef­ 
fort 
to 
change 
them , 
but 
was 
obliged from the m agnitude of the task 
and the param ount im portance of con­ 
centrating his energies upon the procure­ 
m ent of new ships and guns, to abandon 
the task. Secretary Tracy, however, 
now says that the tim e is ripe for fur­ 
ther change, and baa accordingly issued 
new 
orders. H e 
enlarges the du­ 
ties 
of 
some 
of the 
bureaus, 
notably thoee 
of 
the 
Bureau of 
Equipm ent, to which is attributed nearly 
ail tiie duties of supply heretofore be­ 
longing to the Bureau of Navigation, and 
the control of hydrographic and compass 
offices, and the naval observatory. 
To 
the Constructing, M anufacturing and Pur­ 
chasing Bureaus are assigned other dut­ 
ies, grouping them system atically and 
appropriately. Each bureau exercises 
control of its shops and labor sup­ 
erintendente. In the requisitions of ac­ 
counts and appropriations the lim its of 
authority are well defined. 
The Bureau of Navigation loses its dut­ 
ies of 
supply 
and 
control 
over 
several im portant offices, and becomes 
under the im m ediate direction of the 
secretary, an executive section for mili­ 
tary m atters, and is charged w ith the 
training, discipline and control of the 
personnel of the fleet. 
Finally, the 
chiefs of Bureaus of Yards and Docks, 
Equipm ent, Ordnance, Construction and 
Repair,and Steam Engineering ex-officio, 
constitute a board for the design, con 
struction and equipm ent of new ships 
Practically, one effect of th e order will 
be to m ake the Bureau of Navigation cor­ 
respond to the A djutant G eneral’s office 
io the W ar Departm ent, in control of 
(he entire personnel of the organization. 
The term s of order are as follow s: The 
duties of the Bureau of Navigation shall 
comprise all that relates to the promul­ 
gation and enforcement of the Secretary’s 
orders to the fleet and to the officers of 
the navy, to the education of officers 
and m en, including the Naval Academy 
and technical schools for officers (ex­ 
cept the torpedo school), apprentice es­ 
tablishm ent and schools for the techni­ 
cal education of enlisted m en, the en­ 
listm ent and discharge of all enlisted 
persons, including the appointed petty 
officers for general and special service, 
and the preparation of estim ates for 
the pay of all officers and enlisted m en. It 
shall have under its sole control all ren­ 


dezvous and receiving ships, and it shall 
provide transportation for all enlisted 
persons and appotnted petty officers. It 
shall establish the com plem ent of crews 
of all vessels in commission. 
It Bhall 
keep records of the ecrvice of all squad­ 
rons, ship officers and m eu, and preparo 
an 
annual 
naval 
register 
for 
publication. 
It shall 
have 
under 
its direction, 
the 
offico of naval 
intelligence and naval attaches abroad, 
the departm ent libraries for ehips and 
war records office, it shall bo charged 
with the enforcem ent of laws and au­ 
thorised regulations, tactics, signal codes, 
and m anuals of service, and the keeping 
ot th e sam e correct to date. All ques­ 
tions with regard to discipline, changes 
of regulations, tactics, and m anuals, 
shall 
be 
subm itted to 
this 
bu­ 
reau for action and recom m endation. 
It shall prescribe the dress of all officers 
aud m en and eee th at the legulations, 
in this respect, are strictly enforced. It 
shall receive and bring to the attention 
of th e Secretary of the Navy, all appli­ 
cations from officers for ecrvice or change 
of service. It shall receive all reportB of 
service performed by vessels, officers or 
men ; of all inspections of the sam e, not 
of a special nature, and of all drills and 
exercises. I n order to prevent the issuing of 
conflicting instructions all of the official 
com m unications to vessels in commission 
shall be first cubm itted to the Secretary 
of th e Navy, and forwarded through this 
bureau. 
Tolthe Bureau of Y ards and Docks is 
assigned all that relates to the construc­ 
tion and m rintenauce of docks, slips, 
buildings within navy yards, naval 
hom e, aud generally about th e sam e 
duties as it now discharges. 
The Bureau of Equipm ent and Recruit­ 
ing loses the apprentice system aud the 
eDlistm ent of men, but gains naval ob­ 
servatory, nautical alm anack, hydro 
graphic and compass offices, and elec ric 
light 
system . 
In 
the 
case 
of 
the 
rem aining 
bureaus, 
it 
noticeable 
that 
all 
of 
them 
are 
to 
have exclusive jurisdiction 
over buihlingB and plants assigned to 
their use in navv yards, after they have 
been constructed by the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks. All of the bureaus are also 
em powered to purchase such stores, tools, 
plant and m aterial as they m ay need. 
A DIRA1TEARING GUN CARRIAGE.

The steam er Prince 
W ilhelm , which left Port-au-Prince June 
20tb, arrived yesterday and brought 
twenty-five m erchant», who Hay that it 
is only a question of tim e when Hippo- 
ly te’s arm y drives Legitim e and his 
friends from Port-au-Prince. 
The reason they left Port-au-Prince 
was that affairs in H ayti reached such a 
point th at business was out of the ques­ 
tion. 
Everything is stagnant. 
The 
tow n is overrun w ith ruffians. There is 
alm ost uo money at all, and those who 
can get hold of a little are leaving the 
country. 
Provisions are high. Flour is selling 
at $20 a barrel, and the poorer classes, 
who are suffering for the necessaries of 
life, are constantly on the verge of insur­ 
rection. 
In the hills behind Port-au-Prince the 
arm y of Hippolyte lies encam ped, and 
the city, in a m easure, is in a state of 
siege. 
Among the passengers on th e steam 
ship W ilhelm was G. B. Nilson, a resi­ 
dent of this city, who, four m onths ago, 
went to liayti to enter th e employ of 
Legitime as an engineer of a man-of-war. 
He eaid lie returned because he found 
the situation there too warm for him . 
Legitim e stood little chance against H ip­ 
polyte, whoee arm y was well equipped, 
and num bered ten thousand stronger.

be absolutely firm and unyielding, “ We 
cannot afford to obtain party advantages 
at the expense of just foreign relations.

be just and well considered, and that we 
should be united in support of it at 
hom e. W e m ust likewise be known to 
be strong enough to enforce it.

have to let th e great bulk of our sewage 
run down in th at direction and be so 
utilized on o ther thousands of porous, 
arid lands th a t lie below an d have not 
been able to get the benefit of this sew­ 
age t/efore. 
Y es! 
In th e 
m eantim e 
we will have to subm it to th e necessity 
of allowing the w aters of our river—m ixed 
w ith onr sewage to run down on and ir­ 
rigate and fertilize those alluvial lands 
as designed by God and n atu re, an d al­ 
low bread and m eat and vegetables to be 
produced o ut of th e soil, to be furnished 
fresh and cheap to th e people of th e city. 
No, we can’t stop th at econom ical, un- 
expensive and profitable ultization of onr 
sew age until wc get our outfall eewer to 
the sea com pleted.
